SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD The Private Life Of Lynn Stone is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The publication contains a feature previously examined and classified in video format 
by the Office of Film and Literature Classification. The video recording The Private Life 
Of Lynn Stone (OFLC No.300349) was classified as "Objectionable except if the 
availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 
years". The accompanying descriptive note was "Contains explicit sex scenes". This 
decision was registered on 3 April 2003. 

In addition to the feature the DVD contains extra components. One is a short trailer for 
the main feature (The publication does not include the four trailers listed in the original 
video recording), and one is a set of production notes giving background information 
for each scene. A scene selection facility is given, as is a choice of languages and 
subtitles. There is also a hidden extra (Easter egg) which contains similar material to 
the main feature. Together, this added footage does not provide grounds for altering 
the classification given to the original publication.
